S.O. 3024.—Whereas by Resolution No. SC(II)-14(19) /66 dated the 12th 
September, 1966, of the Government of India in the Ministry of Iron & Steel, a 
Committee has been constituted for the purpose of inquiring into a definite matter 
of public importance, namely, the irregularities and defaults, if any, committed 
in or in relation to the transactions relating to the Iron & Steel Ministry referred 
to iri the 5(lth Report of the Public Accounts Committee and also the transactions 
concerning other parties to whom large licences/permits have been issued from 
J 951-52 onwards; 

And whereas the Central Government is of opinion that the provisions of 
section 4, sub-sections (21, (3), (4) and (5) of section 5, section 6, section 9 and 
section 10 of the Commissions Of Inquiry' Act, 1952 (60 of 1952) should be made 
applicable to the said Committee; 

Now, therefore, in exercise ol the powers conferred by section 11 of the salcl 
Act. the Central Government hereby directs that the provisions of section 4, sub¬ 
sections (2), (3), (4) and (5) of section 5, section 6 ,, section 9 and section 10 of 
the said Act shall apply to the said Committee.
